He is a professional plagiarises* and was one of the worst if not theyoxy worst of 
numerous bad influoncosi on Jim Garrison, who needed no such help. 

X would prefer that my Information be wrong. I write in case it isn't# 

Turner once lifted a large port of a long Hamparts piece from one of ray books, with- 
out mention of it or mo# A mutual friend who dhided him was told, “Once. Hal publishes
